Haharajah files of Paralysis ^^Wliile 
ViBltlng Earla on Sunday. 

J.'auis, Oct. '2'!. — Tho Maharajah ])huloep 
Siugh died in this city yestorday from tho 
offocta of a paralytic stroke. 

Ti:e Maharajah Dhuleep Singh, Q.C.S.I., 
was u son of the famous Buojeet Singh, the 
liiijuli of Punjaub, and was born in 1838. 
Dhuluep was an infant when his father 
died, and the demoraliEed state of the re- 
gency and array induood Iho British minis- 
try to annex the principality under certain 
conditions, ono buing that the yoiing Ma- 
harajah ahould rccoive tour lacs of rupees 
(£10.(100 sterling) a year. Aterwards llio 
MaharujaJi became a Christian, took up his 
.abode in linglanri, and was naturalized. 
Uia mother, tho uotorioiia Ranee, alHo ro- 
aided in I'^ngliind until Iter death in l.SU.'i,but 
refiiatcd ateadfaatly all peraiiaaion to be- 
coi^io a convert to C/'liriatianity. It waa n', 
one time Ihouglit the Maharujah would 
iiinrcy l'rin2e£3 Victoria of Kiug; liut in 
ISIiil lie inarrici'J, at the Britiali consulate at 
Alexandria, a young l^rotestaut lady, a 
Uritislt sulijeot. The Maharajah lived for 
many yeura on hia estate at Thetford, milk- 
ing it ono of tho monb renownetl aiiorting 
ealatea in Enc'and. Ho waa an oxcjUont 
shot. In 1SS5 ho proaontod to tho British 
(iovornmeut; a claim for increase of penaioD, 
payment of poraonal debts and other things 
to which Iio considered himself entitled. 
This claim being disallowed, ha loft Eng- 
land for India, but waa not permitted to 
land, Tho Maharajah has boon spending 
nmch of his lime at tho (Jocman springs and 
in Paris. He is tho last of a lino onco illus- 
trious in UindoBtao, descended from the 
conquerors of India, •

Pari^, Oct, 24. — A sensation waa created 

early Saturday morning when tho Russian 
naval oliicors were entering tho Military 
club by a man firing a revolver into tho 
midst of the crowd looking on. Tho shot 
caused a panic, as it was ut first thought 
that some Gorman fanatics had made an 
attempt on tho life of Admiral Avcllan. 
Tho man wlio flrod tho shot was at ouoe ar- 
rested, and gave hie name as Willis. He 
gave as a rcaaon for the aob that he tiad be- 
come sick of seeing huge sums squmdered 
on foreigners, while thousands or French- 
men in Paris ulono were sulfering for bread. 
He wanted to protest against such an out- 
rage, and took this means of doing it. The 
Czar has sent eommands to the Russian 
oiiicers not to dance till after the funeral of 
Maisbal MaoMabon.

Admiral Uellos' Vesael About to Fight <the

Montevideo, Got. 23. — It is probable one 
of the chief naval engagements of tho Braiil- 
ian revolution will bo fought ofl tho coast of 
Uruguay Boon. Admiral Mello ordered tho 
cruiser Republica to sail from Santos for 
Montevideo, and she arrived to-day. The 
cruiser and all on board were quarantined 
and will be kept there for two days.

On tho 
arrival of tho cruiser Republica they 
steamed close into the harbor for safety. 
Both aro now unohnred near tho city. It is 
hoped by (Jonealves and hia oiiicers that 
tho Government of Uruguay will protect 
thorn and prevent any violation of interna- 
tional law through an attack by the rebel 
cruiser.

A FAMILY UUBDEiaBD. 

All Kiliett With Hatchets or Azes-The Crime 
Oonfesied. 

Washinoton-, Ind , Got. 23.— Tho grand 
jury yesterday caused tho arreab of James 
Stone on a charge of murdering the Wratten 
family in Harrison township on the night of 
September 18. The Wratten family con 
siated of Dinson Wratten, his wife, his 
mother, and three small children. AH wore 
killed with hatchets or axes, Mr. Wratten 
was confined to his bed with typhoid fever 
at the time. Stone wus the first to discover 
the murder and report it to tho publio. Tho 
evidence against him was given by his wife. 
She teatiiied that ho complained of having 
toothaoho ou tho night of tho murder, and 
left homo telling her he wasgoing to Glendalo 
to have a tooth pulled. Ho was away 
nearly all night, and when he returned 
immediately changed hia olothea, Since 
then she had seen nothing of the clothing be 
wore that night. Stone was immediately 
arrested and put in juil. After the arrest 
the grand jury left to take the evidence of 
Stone's fourteen-year-old dauftbter, who ia 
ill at home, She corroborates the statement 
of her mother. At midnight last night 
Stone made a full confession, implicating 
Lon Williams, William Kays, Grandiaon 
Cosby, John White, Gipp Clark and Martin 
Ysrbes. In his confession Stone aays Cosby 
was the inatigator, and that robbery was 
tho motive of the crime. He aaya he does 
not know why the family waa murdered, as 
ho did not get there in time to take part. 
Tho others, he aaya, besmeared his clothing 
with blood, so that ho would not inform 
against them. He also tays Grandison 
Cosby waa eo drunk that ho did not take 
part in tho killing. Yarbea and Clark com- 
mitted the murders while the others stood 
guard.

A Poisoner Lynched. 
Lovejoy, Ga., Oct. 23.— Arthur Bennett, 
a tenant on tho plantation of Captain Joseph 
Burke, of EUwood district, waa lynched to- 
day by a maakod mob aaaembled at Williams 
church, in a grove between Jonesburg and 
Morrows station. Two weeks ago the family 
of Captain I^,urke waa poisoned, and it was 
by chanco that any of the seven lives were 
saved. The crime was charged to Bennett 
because of a quarrel he had with Captsiin 
Burke. After a two days' trial Bennott 
confeaaed that he had sprinkled arsenic in 
the grist at the milL He waa turned over 
to Constable Gilbert for imprisonment iu 
Jonesburg jaiL A crowd of men intercept- 
ed him at the old ohuroh and took the pri- 
soner. They led Bennett into the church, 
gave him a few moments fur prayer and then 
banged him to a limb. The body was found 
thero this morning by the ohuroh worahip- 
pers.

2(j years ago. Ho was single and,a hostler.

San Fua.ncihco, Oct. 23.— Tho bark Mar- 
garet arrived hero last night from Karlnk, 
She brought 168 Chinese, 90 Italians and 35 
Americans from the canneries there, who 
claim they wore fed during the voyngo on 
food unfit to eat. They also charge that 
the boat was in a filthy condition, tho Chin- 
eao being horded together in a pen und tho 
white men being in a very littio better 
place. Thero wus much discontent among 
tho men, but thoy had to take what feed 
waa offered or go without, und tho captain 
oilorcd no explanation whatever regarding 
hia failure to supply proper food.

Warburton Piko, tho Saturna Island 
rancher, returned from a trip to tho interior 
of AlaHka by tho dteiuiier Bertha to-day. 
Mr. Pike left Viotoria a year ago last July, 
»nd has siiica travelled over 4,000 miles in 
a small Potcrboro canoo weighing 100 
pounds. DuriuH tho whole of his trip, which 
lasted fourteen months, he mot with no 
mishap of any kind. The object of his 
journey ivaa to hunt big game, which was 
fully realized, elk, niosso, deer and bear 
being found in abundance. Mr. Piko ar- 
rived at Fort Wrangle the latter end of 
July, 1S92, and proceeded in a canoo up tho 
Skcnna river, through tho Cassiar country, 
visiting th" nid mining caniDS now aban- 
doned except by a few old-timers too poor 
to leave. He followed the Deaa river to its 

g notion with the Liard, a tributary of the 
aekenzie. There be camped for the first 
part of the winter, enjoying excellent sport, 
tjiongh the cold was intense. Later in the 
winter be oontinaed his jonrney to the 
interior and proceeded by sleigh 
to Frances Lake, thence making 
a portage to the Pelly lakes. Ha crossed 
them and followed the Pelly river to its 
source traversing a country never before ex- 
plored. Mr. Pike states that the country is 
worthless except for bunting. Coming 
down the Pelly river again ho struck the 
country explored by Dr. Dawson and thence 
proceeded to tho Lewis river, down which 
ho paddled till he struck the Yukon. He 
ihon commenced a continuous journey of 
about two thousand five hundred miles, 
lasting two months. From the Yukon 
river he crossed to the Kus-Ko-Kium river, 
down which he paddled to the coast, arriv- 
ing at Newsbag'k, near Fort Alexander, in 
September last. Tho whole of the country 
traversed, much of which was previously 
unexplored, Mr. Piko says, is of no value. 
The short summer and continuous frosts 
make cultivation impoesible Extremes of 
heat and cold were experienced in the in- 
terior. Several Yukon miners from Forty 
Mile creek oiin)o down on the Bertha. 
Very littlo gold was cleaned up this season. 
Tho minors did not averasie fair wages, 
thouuh three or four made between $4,000 
ond $3,000 apiece.

The men and corporations operating 
"mines in Nelson and Trail Creek districts 
liave cut the wages of miners and laborers 
from $3 50 and $3 a day to $3 and $2.50 a 
day, 

John Hendry and D. J. Munn, accom- 
panied by a Mr. Gathrie and a Mr. Foley, 
arrived at Kaslo this week. As Messrs. 
Hendry and Mann are two of the principal 
promoters of the Kaslo & Slooan Railway 
Company, and Mr. Guthrie and Mr. Foley 
railway men from St. Paul, it is supposed 
that something may yet happen in a railway 
way round about Kaslo. Mr. Munn, ac 
companied by the company's chief (jugineor 
and tho cwo St, Paul men, has gone up the 
route of the proposed lino, and tho party is 
expected back at Kaslo on Saturday. Mr. 
Guthrie, it is said, iu either now or has 
been connected with the Great Northern 
railway in a position re(|uiring financial 
ability. Mr. Foley is one of the firm of 
Foley Brothers, a firm well able to handle 
large railway contracts. May the road be 
built, and built soon. 

The Hall mines, limited, magnates havo 
come and gone, and actual work has once 
more been renunicd on what is likely to be 
ono of the greatest mines in tho world. The 
survey made for tho tramway shows that 
tho distance from tlio Silver King to tho 
water front, a milo below Nelson, is little 
more than 4J miles. Tho tramway will 
not be built until spring, as tho plans must 
first receive the approval of tho board of 
direotoirs— and the hoard meets in London.

All tho oro taken out 
this winter will bo carefully sorted for ship- 
ment,, which indic'itea that, for a time at 
least, tho high-grade oro will bo shipped to 
Wales. Mr. Noilson, of Ayr, Scotland, who 
appears to bo tho managing director, ha6|left 
for homo. Mr. Harvey, tho mining engin 
eor, has also left for Colorado. Both wont 
out))y way of Spokane. Tho former gentle- 
man is a practical man, and works large 
iron and coal mines in Scotland and l''ng 
lond. Mr. Harvey is recognized as ono of 
the beat practical mining engineers in the 
country, and is now engaged in superiutend 
ing mine." in Colorado. For the present 
Mr. Croi adkile will act as resident manager 



for the company. Mr. R. Yuill will be 
foreman.

The dredging' and amali|amating process is 
abodt to be tried ..onMthe .fine gold of the 
Columbia and Soake'rivera, and three boats 
are being fitted up near Pasco. The largest 
of these will carry the dredging machinery. 
The second oarriea the amalgamator, while 
the third aervesaa aaapply boat to carry 
fuel luid stores. The managers of the new 
project are anxious to get the machinery iu 
place as soou as pusaibte, 'ahd'give the 
schomo a tost before the winter begina. 

A now gold bolt is reported to have been 
discovered near Fort Steele. If the latest 
accounts of this find can bo relied upon, the 
lode is a very oxtensivo ono, easily traceable 
for miles across country. Thu lodges, some 
of which uro very wide, run in a northeast 
and southwest direction. Tho ore bodies 
occur in a slate Assure, and give every indi- 
cation of being permanent. A number of 
claims have boon located along tho now find, 
which is at tho head of Porry creek, lying 
along the divide botwoea Porry, Weaver 
and Negro creeks and a branch of the St. 
Mary s. 

Tho Perry creuk placers w ill bo worked 
next season on a more extensive scale than 
ever bifore. A syndicate of Engli^ih capi- 
tal is said to havo been formed lor tho pur- 
pose of giving the ground a thorough teat. 
A great many thouaanda of dollars will bo 
spent in waijoa and materials, and the peo- 
ple of that section consider tho outlook to 
be more favorable than over before. 

Tho C. P. R. corps of surveyors now 
en^aijed on tho Crow's Nest puss lino aro 
making the moat of thu remainder of the 
season. Ono party aro taking tho levels 
and tho other is running tho lino down the 
Moyea. Uidcsa some change is mado iu 
the present progrannno, tho road will come 
down the Moyea and cross on the divide 
between that etroam and the head of Goat 
river, and como down tho Kootenay on tho 
south side ot the Goat river.

KABLO-SLOOtN.

district. Tho development work consists 
of three tunnels straight into tho mountain 
side, tho upper tunnel being in 210 feet, 
with a tine body of galena oro in the face ; 
tunnel No 2 is in 170 feet, and 
has five-foot of excellent ore in tho 
face. Somo of this oro returned tho remark- 
able assay of l.GSl ounc-'s of "iH-nr to tho 
ton. The oro iu this body (which is a con- 
tinuation of tho vein in the upper tunnel) 
carries loss lead and is richer in silver. Tho 
lower tunnol was only recently begun. At 
present the forco of men at work aro aver- 
aging a ton of ore a day to tho man; oro 
that will return over S2()0 to tho ton. 

C. H. Wicks, Western freight ugont for 
the Great Northern railway, has made 
careful int^uiry aa to the pro- 
bable amount of freight traffic in 
and out of the Slocan District during tho 
next winter and summer, and expressed his 
surprise at the immense amount of business 
that the country is sure to afford in the near 
future. He further stated that his company 
had never yet realized the true situation of 
affairs here and the extent in greatness to 
which this country is sure to develop. 

Tho Surprise mine, owned by Jennings 
and McGuigan, and situated near the Noble 
Five group, has not over 100 tons of high 
grado oro ready for shipment. 

Ac a public meeting held in New Denver 
last Tuesday evenini;, so we are Informed, 
it was decided to oSer the Nakusp & Slooan 
railway a bonus of 1,000 town lots, provid- 
ing the main line of the railroad was built 
through the town. 

Last week Messrs. Finch and Clark 
bonded the Reed and Robinson group of 
mines, situated on Four-Mile creek near tlio 
Slocan lake, for the consideration of $-10,- 
000. This group of mines is in close prox- 
imity to the famous Grady group, and has 
reached an advanced «tago of development, 
having made several oro shipments already. 

Affairs at Wardnor are much tho same as 
they wore last week, except that they are 
now not less than 280 men emplayed on the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine, un increase 
of 1110 in a week. 

There are some fine gold and silver ledges 
located on Cedar creek which will bo heard 
from next year. That section has never 
been prospected thoroughly, and wo expect 
to heir of many wonderful strikes as soon as 
this region becomes more accessible. 

The Kootenay Hydraulic Co., who con- 
trol the grouud on the north sido of tho 
Pend d'Oreille from the Salmon to the 
Columbia, have their extensive ditch of 
some fifteen miles in length nearly com- 
pleted, and are now washing on the Fifteen 
Mile bar with a No. H monitor, and will im- 
mediately put in monitors at Seven and 
Nine Mile bars and commence operations 
there in the early spring.

HORRIBLE CRIME. 

A Father Accused of Ill-Treatlng His Little 
Daughter— A LyuchUiK Threatened. 

Watektown, N. Y., Oct. 23.— Tho re- 
port of ono of tho most horrible crimes ever 
committed in this section has been received 
from St. Lawrence county. The crime was 
perpetrated on Wednesday^ nl^bt, October 
IS, at Albnrgi' a amnll atation'on the North 
Adirondack railroad.

On 
Wednesday night tho girl was assaulted in 
a horrible manner by her father, after which 
she was taken from the house and her skull 
crushed in with a largo stone. He then took 
her into tho house, whoro she remained un- 
conscious for two hours. After sho regained 
coneciousuess tho bruto attacked her with a 
sharp instrument and cut a largo gash in 
her right cheek, after which ho sowed 
ib up. Tho girl's mother did not 
dare to report tho matter as 
Duryea sworn ho would kill' her. At last 
tho mother mustered courage on I'Vidny 
and toll! a part of the story to tho Justicoof 
tho PoaCH, who issued a warrant and Dur- 
yea was taken to DicUens Centre, six miles 
distant and locked up. The dootors mado 
an examination of tho child and found out 
the onnrmiiy of tho crime. Tho doctor 
states that blood poisoning will set in and 
that recovery is impassible. Many citizens 
talk of lyncliinK, and it is doubtful if the 
fiend lives until iho e.\cuniiiation is com- 
pleted.

Day Labor.

The weekly regular meeting of the City 
CouDoii waa held last evening, Mayor Heaven 
in the ohiir and all the menibcra present 

A Finance oommitteo report was presented 
' and roiid. 

Ald. BeJjVea asKed for purtioulars of the 
Boooanti of $140.50 for the keep of priaoners 
at the Provincial jail for September, 

The acoount wa3 handed down to him. 

Alb. Bakur rose to a question of privl 
lege, inquiring why there was a policomun 
preaont in the hall when there wore muny 
parts of the city badly in need of police pro- 
tection. Ho wanted to know whotlier the 
poliuoman was supposed to keep the ulder- 
mon in order, or if he was there to look after 
the tour or five ratepayers iu the iiudienco. 
Whatever the object, the polioeniau'a 
preeence, ho held, was a disgrace to the city. 

Ald Helyka said it appeared from the 
account that the charge Wiia for the keep of 
fifteen prisoners for un average of fifteen 
days. It was a well known fact that the 
Proi'inco kept the priaoucra for loaa than 
half that amount, and profited accordingly, 
to aay nothing of tlio product of hard lubor 
to which the prisonura wore Bontoncod. This 
arrangement was no doubt all right for the 
Province, but it was time tliut tlio city took 
np the matter. 

A report from the ^Finance committee re- 
con^mcnded, amongst otherthinga, an appro- 
priation for drain conatruotion in Victoria 
West. 

Ai.n. Barer thought the work mentioned 
should have been riported upon and reoom- 
mended by the Sewerage couimitteo before 
the Finance committee asked an appropri- 
ation. 

Ald. Belyea explained that this was only 
aparcof tfaelargeacheme of sewerage already 
authorized ' by the Council, and thut the 
Sewerage committee had not reported separ- 
ately on any of the other parts. 

Ai.D. MuNN woB surprised at the course 
adopted, which he thought waa not regular 
or buBiness-like. 

Ald. Braoo also protested againab being 
asked to vote money for work ot whioli the 
Counoil had no inforaiatioa aa to the plans, 
ontlets and thei details. He moved in 
amendment that that portion of the report 
be laid over for a wees, ao that the in- 
formation desired conid be obtained. 

Ajj). Bakkk seconded the amendment. 
If the City Engineer, or the Sewerage com- 
mittee—though he had nothing againat that 
committee — were going to run the city, it 
waa just aa well to know it. 

Ald. Belyea aaid it seemed that the po- 
sition of the members for the North ward 
was that if they could not boss a job they 
did not wish it to go on. The Sewerage 
committee did not think it ncceasary to 
consult the aldernion from the North ward 
before thoy wont on with work which was 
found to b',1 necessary. 

Ald. RoiiERTsoN aaid there was a straight 
way nnd a crooked way to do everything, 
and it eeen)ed to him that some members of 
this board were determined to have the 
work done in the crooked way. If the 
North ward had had a representative on 
the Sewerage committee, which waa not yet 
completed, there would be no cause for this 
trouble. 

Ald. MnxN thought that, even if the 
report from the Finance committee carried, 
the City Engineer should not proceed v. ith 
the work by day labor, as aoemed to be the 
intention, without consulting the Council as 
to whether the day system or the contract 
system should be adopted. 

Ald. Styles pointed out the urgent 
necessity for the work, owioi; to the ap- 
proach of the rainy season. He asked the 
committee to take into consideration the 
great need for a drain on the Lanadowne 
road. 

Ald. Henderson held that the way in 
which this work had been gone about was 
the correct way, though he thought the 
Council might still decide whether the work 
ahonld'be done by contract or day labor. 

''Tbe Mayor said the work would have to 
ba dose immedialiely or wight have to be 
laid .over until next spring. 

The amendment 'was put and lost, Aid. 
B.fagg and Baker alone voting for it. 

AiJ>. Hekdebsok moved in amendment 
to add to the motion for the adoption of the 
report that the work shonld be done by 
duy's labor. ' 

This amendment was carried. 

A report from the City Engineer on the 
closing of the Burnsido road bridge was on 
motion of Aid. Baker referred to the Street 
committee for report. 

A letter from Mr. Nathan re the road 
through his property in the Oakland eatato 
was, on motion of Aid. Baker, referred to 
the City Engineer for report aa to whether 
or not the road had been gazetted as a pub- 
lic highway. 

A number of property owners on Herald 
street wrote complaining that the porch of 
the Sunday school of St. John's church and 
the fence of the church property extend bo- 
yond the street line, to the injury of the 
property of the writers, whose houses wore 
left vacant in consequence. 

Tha communication wan on motion of 
Aid. Munn referred to the Street committee 
to Dscertoin whether or not the church pro- 
perty extends over the street line. 

Tho by-law to amend thehaok by-law was, 
after diaousaion, referred back to Aid. Belyea 
for further consideration. 

Ald. RoiiKKTSON referred to tho intended 
visit of Hon. Measra. Foster and Angers, 
and suggested that some stepa ahould bo 
taken to have them interviewed on tho aub- 
joct of tho Indian reserve, which, he 
thought, should be acquired by tho city by 
pnrohaae or otherwise. 

The Mayor said that the Indian reserve 
of course belonged to the Proviaoial Gov- 
ernnjont, but another thing wfaioh might 
very properly lio brought to the Ministers' 
attention wua that the Dominion Govern- 
ment had not yeb paid the $26,000 expenses 
of the smallpox outbreak. 

Ald. Munn thought the faot that the 
new post oiHoe had not yet been commenced 
was another thing that might be mentioned 
with advantiiRo.

THE FATHERLAND. 

Fctea in Saxony— S'arlifnaaiflcationB In Greece 
and Bulgaria. 

Bkhlin, Oct. 23.— There will bo a notable 
gathering at Dresden at the celebration of 
the jubilee of the aervioe of King Albert of 
Sixony in the army. The fetes will con- 
tinue several days, and Emperor William 
and an archduke of Austria representing 
Francis Joaeph will be among those present 
at the ceremonies. 

Tho Bruaaiau minister of finance, Dr. 
Miquel, ia perfecting a sohemo for aboliahiug 
altogether the existing tobacco tax and re- 
ducing by 45 marks per 100 kilograms tho 
duty on imported tobacco. According to 
thia plan now taxes will bo levied on home- 
grown tobacco when ic loaves the factory in 
a manufactured state, and on imported 
tobacco at the same time aa customs duties, 
the idea buing to throw the chief burden on 
the better class. 

The ' Foreign ofiSoo at Berlin ia closely 
watching the interchange of notes between 
the Bulgarian and Greek goveruments re- 
garding the action of a sergeant of the Hun- 
garian river police, who fired on the crew of 
u Greek vessel in tho Dmubo. Tha Greek 
government demanded indemnity for the 
wounding of tho captain of the vessel, and 
also aaka for the puniabmeob of the Bul- 
garian sergeant. The Bulgarian govern- 
ment investigated the matter, and, upon 
the report of its local ofiBoiala, declined to 
pay the indemnity demanded by the Greek, 
government. The result waa that the 
Greek agent at Sofia applied to the Ruaaian 
minister at Bnohareat, who baa ohurge of 
the interests of Greece in Roumania, and a 
most interesting Bi ries of diplomatic nogo- 
tiationa ia in progress.

TARIFF EKVI8I0N. 

To TUB Editor:— Your udvioo to those 
interested Bj a re-adjustment of our tariff is 
most salutary and opproprlate, and as this 
is tho first lime tho Province has been asked 
to express an opinion on thia important 
matter, it ia to bo hoped our importers, 
wholeaalo and retail merchantn, will, in an 
unmiatakablo, clear and unanimous way, 
present their opinious, objections and griev- 
ances. Hitherto the larill" has been framed 
in tho interests of Eiatern Canada without 
conaideration of any interests west of On- 
tario ; the representatives of British Colum- 
bia never having been consulted on tho sub- 
ject — the tariff ua a whole was placed before 
them as tho Government policy which they 
had to support and take without any oppor- 
tunity being given them for amendment. 

It ia sincerely to ba hoped good use will 
bo made of the viait of tho Miniatera to Vic- 
toria, and that the Board of Trade and our 
merchants will unite in presenting a nnanim- 
oua opinion on the changes they intend to 
recommend. 

Mo doubt tho present duty is too high in 
many classes of goods not manufactured on 
Canada, and therefore requiring no pro- 
tection. In other cases there ia much 
vexation cauaed by gooda having to bo 
weighed and measured, as well as by specific 
and ad valorem duties, but as a matter of 
course these, and many other oases, will bo 
brought before the Minister of Finance by 
iinportera and others. In making theae re- 
marka I do not forget the benefit the 
national policy has been to tho country, 
lifting it out of a slough of despond to a con- 
dition of confidence, buoyancy and plenty, 
but all hands admit that the protection 
[;ivcn homo industries can now be relaxed 
fur tho good of tho general public.

AN HONORABLE RESTRAOTION. 

Part of the Commonage of Vernon haa 

been sold at what are considered fair prices. 
It may hi; recollected that wlien it Was first 
known that the Oovernment intended to sell 
this laud, some oomplaint was made and 
aomo predictions ventured by parties who 
Buspeoted that tho Government wanted to 
benefit a favored few. Among tho grunib- 
Irra and tho propheta waa tho Vernon News. 
That paper haa been agreeably diauppointod, 
and it haa been honorable enough to take 
back what it said when it was unjnstly 
auspicious of the Government. In its iasuo 
of the 20th, after etatina; the particulars of 
tho sale, it says; — 

Aa a general rule prophets do not like to 
have their prophecies (whether good or ill) 
remain uofulfilled, but while we are afraid 
that tlio Governmi-nt'a uotion was in the 
intcresta of the land-grabbera instead of tho 
general public, and oriticiaed their aciioua 
to that effect, wo are pleased now to note 
that auch haa not turned out aa it waa feared. 
The heaviest purchaser in tlieao ealea haa 
been Commander Curow, whoso entire ivcre- 
agoa lotos up 'll-t aorea, and of this the 
liir>;e8t amount in any one block ia '217 
Hcrea. Of thia he purchased nearly all at 
tho Government's upset price, ao that no 
person was kept out of it owing to not hav- 
in^^ a lonK enough purse to follow the Com- 
niaiidi r, for the inoHt putup at any one time 
was a -tn acro plot. 

Tlio Vernon Newa deservea credit for hav- 
ing retracted what it aaid while laboriug 
under a false impression. If the Opposition 
papers wonid follow the good example of 
tho News, it would aoon bo found that the 
stories circulated to the Government's dis- 
credit are either groundless Buapioions or 
gross alandera. 



FUTILE DETRACTION. 

The Opposition newspapers of the Prov- 
ince are filling their columns with all kinda 
of oampaitju fiction, with a view to show 
that the Premier's trip through the Main- 
land was a failnre, and that so far from 
being warmly received and welcomed, tho 
reverse was the cose, and that any seeming 
attention was but at best chilling civility. 

It ia cot usual to give a banquet to an un- 
welcome and an unpopular visitor. Yet 
this honor waa tendered to tho Premier in 
Chilliwaok and at Ladner'a Landing bj the 
Agricultural Associations. To get up a din- 
ner for a publio man and to drink bis health 
witli enthusiam is no part of perfunctory 
civility. 

Amongat other barefaced inventions we 
were told that tho invitation given to 
the Premier to open the Vernon fair was 
procured by the threat of a prominent pro- 
perty holder there to withdraw his sub- 
soription. This, besides being a barefaced 
invention, waa a grogs insnlt to the o£Boer8 
of the exhibition. How mn^h likelihood 
there ia that any such pressure waa brought 
to bear to influence the society ia shown by 
the following communication, which speuka 
for itself, and which we have been permit- 
ted to copy: —

If Mr. Davie's visit to Vernon had been 
nnacoeptable to the inhabltanta of that part 
•of th^ country, it is quite certain that he 
would not have received from the Directors 
of the Okanagan A Spallumcheen Agricul- 
tural Society the above voluntary token of 
good-will and esteem, and the vain tflfoi ts of 
the Opposition press to hide tho truth are 
tOondemned by tho facta, which, aa they 
always do, speak louder than words. 



AGAINST SECTIONALISM. 

The leader of the Government spoke on 
•the anbject of sectionalism at tho banquet 
given in his honor at tho Delta. Ho did 
not, as tho Nowa-Advortiaer accuses him of 
doing, attempt to arouao a spirit of section- 
aliatn. He took exactly tho opposite course. 
He exhorted bis bearers to avoid seotional* 
ism, and showed them that it waa their 
iatoreat aa well aa their duty to maintain 
tho closest union between tho difTeront aoo- 
tions of the Province. Thia ia what he said 
at tho banquet, on that subject, M reported 
ia the Vancouver World : 

He then spoke to his hearers of tho wis- 
dom of sbunniog anything looking to eec- 
tionallam, but, instead, from their favored 
position to cultivate a market to the right 
and to the left, and hold both'Mainland and 
IsUnd tributary to Delta's prosperity. The 
benefit, he aaid, of a large expenditure in 
Cariboo would not be confined to that dis- 
triot, but would extend the whole length of 
tho Fraser and beyond, and in the same 
way expenditures in Victoria would benefit 
all other parts of the country. The Prov- 
ince waa aa a largo eatato, and what bene- 
fited one part benefited the whole. The 
Opposition, ho waa aorry to observe, was 
not preaching auch doctrinea aa would re- 
commend thcmRe'.vea to riglit thinking, pro- 
gressive men, and against these he watinly 
urged his hoarora to bo on their guard, for 
30 doaporato had their leaders and preaa bo- 
conio that tlicy would stop at nothing, so 
long as it was auppoaod a point waa to bo 
gained. In oouoluaion, said Mr. Davie, 
rather cncourngn and aupport a parly, and 
a policy, and a Government that will carry 
on workn and improvements, and strive 
earnestly to develop our oonimon country. 



TO THE FRONT AGAIN. 

Sir Richard Cartwright is pushing him- 
self to tho front again. He is not tho i<ind 
of man who can be quietly relegated to ob- 
scurity by the weak men who find him in 
their way. In answer apparently to en- 
quiries as to bis whereabouts, made by 
aome of the Government newspapers, it ia 
announced that Sir Richard intends to de- 
liver a series of six speeches to his South 
Oxford oonslituentH. It w protfy enrtnin 
that his utterances on all the queations at 
issue will be stronger and more definite 
than those of his nominal leader. Sir 
Richard is known to have some very de- 
cided opinions on the trade queation, and 
he generally has the oourage of his 
conviotiona. Ho waa at the last election 
strongly in favor of unreatricted reciprocity, 
and ho waa not afraid to face the conse- 
quences that must fiow from the adoption of 
that policy. He must have read with im- 
patience tho indefinite, not to say unmean- 
ing, utterances of Mr. Laurier on that im- 
portant queation. 

Loading Liberals, no doubt, await with 
considerable trepidation the delivery of those 
an speeches in South Oxford. And they 
have good grounds for apprehension. If 
they have any oonfidence in Mr. Laurier, 
and if they believe the ground he has taken 
on this trade question to be firm and tenable, 
they may make themeelves sure that Sir 
Richard Cartwright will not follow the 
course which he has pointed out. It 
has been aptly said that Mr. Laurier 
on that question tried to steer South by 
North. It is quite certain that Sir Kichard 
Cartwright will not attempt this absurd 
feat. He will steer in a definite direction. 
Ho will not leave it uncertain what course 
he is taking or what point be is making 
for. Wo, however, are not at all sure that 
he will strengthen the Liberal position. 
Tho people of Canada have more than once 
shown that they do not believe Sir Richard 
Cartwright to bo a safe guide in either trade 
or finance, and they have pronounced very 
decidedly against his latest pet theory — 
Unreatricted Reciprocity — involving, aa it 
does, the adoption of the United States 
tariff and discrimination in trade against 
Great Britain. 



still they prefer puttinc; up with the in- 
eCfective and corrupt city government than 
to make the exertion necessary to elTect a re- 
form. In fact, many of those who know 
how cities are governed despair of ever re- 
forming the governing bodies, as long as the 
oorporatloDB are constituted as they are. 
What many of them propose is to do away 
with elective councils altogether, and to 
have the affairs of cities managed 
by paid oomtniasionera, who hold 
oflica wholly independently of tho will 
or tho caprices of tho electors. Those 
who advocate thia change say that the 
management of the aflaira of a city are as 
much a matter of buainoss requiring for its 
proper transaction akilled men, as are the 
alFiirfl of a bank or of an insurance company. 
Tho diroctora of a bank tako good care that 
tho men placed in charge of tho different 
departments know their business. And if 
any of them or their subordinates prove in- 
capable 01 dishonest, ho ia dealt with in a 
auiumary manner, Thoy know that the 
succeaa of tho inatitution depends upon tho 
way its ud'aira are administered, and to 
have good administration, capable oUiciaU 
are absolutety necessary. 

Tho rights of the citizens, so far from 
being interforod with by thia mode of city 
government, are conaidortd and deferred 
to. It ia tho right of tho city taxpayer 
to get the moat poaaiblo for tho money 
ho is required to pay into tho city troaaury 
He has a right, if he pays for them, to havo 
a pure and plentiful water supply, good, 
well-lighted and well-kept streota and 
squares, elTeclive drainage, o reliable police 
force, an active and vigilant fire brigade 
and the otlier city aervicua, at the leiist jioa- 
siblo coat. Ho haa, too, u right to economi- 
cal administration. Aa much of every dol- 
lar of taxes should be expended en tho city 
eervicea, and aa little for expenaea of admin- 
iatration as tlio boat managera can deviao. 
But it has been found that elective Councils 
cannot give cities thia sort of Government, 
Money — a great deal of money— ia always 
lost by misniacagement and waste, and 
sometimes by sheer dishonesty. The elec- 
tive Councils do not give the cltizena what 
they have a right to get for their money. It 
is no wonder, then, that even in the neigh- 
boring Republic people talk of governing 
oitiea by paid commiasionera.

The intelligent inhabitants of the cities of 
Canada and the United States are every day 
declaring that Municipal Goveruinent ia a 
failure. The corporations exhibit different 
degrees of incapacity. Popnlarity-hnnting 
aldermen will not do their duty when they 
are convinced that doing it efficiently will 
oast them votes at the next election. The 
habitual subservience of aldormen in many 
cities to tho most corrupt and tho least in- 
telligent class of electors haa so diaguated 
men of ability and standing, who poaaoaa a 
fiir degree of self-respect, that they will not 
allow themselves to be put in nomination 
for seats In tho (Touncil. They know 
that in almost every matter of importunco 
they will bo outvoted by Lho popularity- 
hunting members of tho Council, and that 
they wilt have to bear the odium of adminia- 
trative acts of which they utterly disap- 
prove. The demagogio members of city 
councils are, as a rule, as ignorant and ae 
narrow-rnindod aa men can well be, and 
instead of being guides to tho people thoy 
are among the first to lead them astray. 

Besides being ignorant and inoapa1»le, a 
very considerable proportion of the members 
of Amerioan city councils are hopelessly 
corrupt. They are, from the first day of 
their publio careers to tho last, "on tho 
make." They seek office in order to got all 
tho money they can out of the positions to 
which they are elected, and they lake good 
care to make the best use of all 
the opportunities that offer to inoroaso 
their pile. The "boss system," too, prevails 
in many Rreat cities. Tho aldermen and the 
oloctora aro both under tlio thumb of a bass 
who, by the use of the muuL aboniiuablo 
moans, gains and retains bis bad ascend-

Tho work carried on under 
the direction of the society was reported to 
be in a very satisfactory condition. The in- 
dependence of the church in Japan, so far aa 
the management of ita own ufTaira ia con- 
cerned, is looked for at an. early date. The 
members of the board were accorded a very 
hearty public reception by tho Methodists 
of Hamilton, at which Mrs. D. Jennings and 
Mr. Robson spoke for the Pacific Province. 

The most barbarous case which has been 
brought to tho attention of the authorities 
here in some time ia now receiving the at- 
tention of the Provincial police, who hope to 
bring the offsnder, an Indian of the Esqui- 
malt tribe, to speedy justice. Sergeant 
Langley went, in connection with the oaae, 
to Saanich yesterday, hia object being to 
secure necessary witnesses \. they had, how- 
ever, gone hunting, and so the presentation 
of tho case in tho Police court is necesaarily 
deferred. V\'hilo tho sergeant was visiting 
Saanich, Dr. E B C. Hanington, the physi- 
cian to the Indian department, went, in 
company with an officer, to the Esquimalt 
reserve, where the outrage ia said to have 
been committt d, and where tho victim, n 
woman of tho tribe, was found in a most 
dangorouB condition. Her story is in brief 
that about two weeks ago her husband, 
without just cause, accused her of being un- 
faithful to bim, and in punishment, despite 
her denial of the charge, prepared a big bon- 
fire and thrust her into it. Her cries of 
agony attracted others to the scene, and she 
esckped tho horrible death intended for her. 
Her limha wore, however, frightfully burned, 
and they are now in such a condition, not 
having been properly attended to until yes- 
terday, that the woman's life !a in danger. 
Not wi.ihing to make trouble for her fiend- 
ish hu-,band the woman had at the time cau- 
tioneU thoau about her to say nothing of the 
affair, and instead of seeking u doctor's aid 
she had covered her linibs with black soil — 
a native remedy which, in milder cases of 
burns, ia said to bo very efficacioua. The 
husband ia nob on bund ju8DnoW|but the 
authoritiea are confident that ho will fall 
into their hands.

MOSES LDMBY. 

\y^at1t ^ Brltiah Oblnmbta Pioneer Who 
Did Much for the Province. 

The n«(V. ^^^^ ^o<bb Lumby, Gov- 
ernment Kg*. Vernon, had died in the 
Jubilee hospj^ °° Sunday, morning will be 
learned with regret by alarga number 
of people, both 'ho Island and Main- 

land. Hewasafl ardent lover, of the Pro- 
vinco which he h«.^ adopted aa bis home, 
[i,tirl tor it, and ita h ovelopinent he did a 
great deal, both in tb« ^^"y exer- 
tion and hy largely ». -ontribuiing of hia 
moans to its dev«lopmeol. ^o waa not only 
a pioneer one of those vSi^i^ ""'vcd in the 
eurly sixties— but with axe hand he out 
his wny through the forest B.n ^ 'he sweat 
of hia brow f-irood the desert t" aniilo and 
to blosjom. He was a native .°f England, 
his father having been a farmer K ' ""^o of ihe 
midland shires, and, arriviv 'S here. 
iu 180O' or 180r, went with K P'rty 
of prospectors up the SiickRen rivet • For 
somo time he was parser on the att amer 
Otter, and after romaining several yoal 
Cariboo returned to Victoria, and joit»ed \. he 
Fiflnnutt Hrntlit rs in rarnhiiig on tho .Sonv h 
Thompson river. On the death of one ok 
tho brothers ho purchaaed a ranch in 
Spalluniuhecn country, which ho auccesa- 
fully carried on for a number of yeara, being 
regarded aa the model farmer of tho section. 
He was a prime mover in the sonslruction 
of the Shuswap' and Okanaguu railway, 
towards v\hose promotion in ita oarly stugea 
hu subscribed considerably, making, in fact, 
largo soorifices both of hia time and money. 
He became President of the company which 
built and carried on the road( Its prime 
object being to open up the country and to 
carry its products to marker, tho lack of 
which hud been a serious drawback 
In hia grateful task of helping on tho rail- 
way ho made aeveral trips to Knuland and 
tho coiiiiuent, where his earnestness and 
slraighlfdrwurd way of presenting the caso 
gaiued for him respect nnd eoofidenco. On 
the death of tho late Mr. D.-wdney ho be- 
came Govornmont agent at Vernon, soiling 
hia well known ranch to Mnj >r Diipont. 
Ho waa also Gold Commissioner and .Sti- 
pendiary Vlagistrato for tho Oaooyos Divi- 
sion of Vale. Mr. Luniby vna somewhat 
reserved in his asanciatiuus with those 
around him, but thry knew enough of him 
to ensure their entire coi.fidence, his word 
passing current na his bond, his quiet though 
ariioat manner showing thai; he meant all 
that ho sai.l, and that hia f iroo of character 
was such aa to lead him to carry out, even 
at a loss to himself, that which ho had 
undertaken to perform. Said one gentle- 
man, yesterday : 

"1 have known him for a number of years, 
he had not much, if anything, to say about 
himself, but from our first conversation I 
esteemed him for honeety and force of char- 
acter. Hu waa sne of those who was in- 
stinctively a pioneer, and whom tho most 
serious setbacks would not paralyse." 

For a considerable time Mr. Luniby haa 
been a sufferer from heart disease, but the 
innmodiute cause of hia death was typhoid 
fever. About a week since ho came to Vic- 
toria for treatment, but tho most careful 
attention at the Jubilee hospital failed to 
restore him. His funeral will take place at 
3 o'clock to-morrow afternoon from the cath- 
edral, the interment taking place at the 
Rots Bay cemetery.

The Premier and Hiaister of Finance 
and Agriculture Open the 
Bxhibition. 



"Besideuts Congfratulated ou 
Splendid Showiugr of Farm 
i'roduce.

Banqnet in tbe Eveuiugr-Tue GoV' 
ernment Anxious to Advance 
Agriculture. 

On Tuesday last tho annual exhibition of 
thn Delta Agrioaltnrol ABsoolation was 
opened by tbe Minister of ITinanoe and tho 
Premier, on which occasion interesting 
speeches, among others, were delivered by 
l)Oth gentlomon. Tho exhibition WdB nn un 
questioned sucoees, und tlio addresses were 
liatenod to with tho keenest attention. 

Mr. J. A. Patterson, president of the 
Asaooiation, from tho front of the Township 
hall, announced that amongst the prominent 
visitors with them to-day there were two of 
the Ministers of the Crown, tho Hon. Mr. 
Davie, premier, and Hon. J. H. Turner, 
minister of finanoo and agriculture. The 
latter tEeotlemaa had consented to open the 
show, and he was sure he but voiced tho 
opinion of all present when ho observed chat 
to those gentlemen was extended a hearty 
welcome to Delta.,. la coming amongst the 
people they saw for themselves the capabili- 
ties of the Frovinoe, and would return to 
the capital realizing the enormous capabili- 
ties of the soil when brought under proper 
. cultivation, 

Hon. Mr. Turner, who was warmly re- 
ceived by the aesemblage, began his mas- 
terly address by expressing his sincere 
thanks for the honor conferred upon him of 
opening this splendid exhibition of agricul- 
tural products. He was sorry he was not 
better acquainted with tho outlying dis- 
tricts o! this great Frovincs, but hoped to 
become more intimately acquainted with 
them. Ho had been driven around that 
morning, and while noting the rich agricul- 
tural land, he had recalled the appearance 
of tho same land twenty years ago, when it 
contained but little promise of the nourish- 
ing future that was in store for it. From a 
comparatively batren district it had devel- 
oped into one of the moat nourishing in tho 
Province, ho might say, in the whole Dom- 
inion. There was one thing whioh had im- 
preaaed him most profoundly, and that was 
tho four beautiful churches that he had 
Been, as well as tho school house 
adjucent to tho towii, attesting 
that they were an advanced community 
with all tho conveoicucea and recjuiro- 
ments of modern civilization, (Applause.) 
The progress of the district could be directly 
traced to tho operations of the tillers of tho 
soil, whose labors had been so munificently 
rewarded by tho Great Creator. Agricul- 
ture was the first of all human occupations, 
and well might it rank high in the respect 
of the world, for great had been its accom- 
plishments. In tact, tho cultivation of the 
soil could well be claimed to bo one of the 
noblest of all avocationB. What rank in life 
was the equal of the aristocracy cf agricul- 
ture? (Applause.) From wild grass, roots 
and berries, long forgotten cultivators of 
the soil had laboriously through the agca 
nafolded our present food cereals, vege- 
tables and fruits, an undertaking and an ac- 
oomplisbment that might well secure forever 
to the tillers of the land the admiration uf 
all mankind. How muob had by this been 
added to the wealth and the joy of lite, how 
much added to the civilization of nations ? 
^Vell might we give praise for the won- 
derful development of even the last forty 
years, and which, without the farmers, 
would never have been realized. Look- 
ing to these things, therefore, be could 
well say that the labor of the farmer was 
first in respect of all tho employments of 
men. The old idea that any man could suc- 
cessfully cultivate the ground had to be 
abandoned, ani prosperity ou the farms, as 
in other profeaaions, now calls for the high- 
eat knowledge, industry and persevering 
application. All over tho civilized world 
coUtges to teach tho science of agriculture 
wore being endowed by governmente, and in 
this advance our own Dominion was in the 
van of progress. It was largely duo to 
the estttbliahment of an agricultural college 
at Gufclph that the Province of Ontario oc- 
cupied tha enviable position as an agricul- 
tural and stock-raising centre that it did 
to-day. Agricultural reports and bulletins 
and weather bureaus all testified to the in- 
creasing importance attached to tho culling 
of the tiller of- the solL This Province 
sought, also, for years past, to aid the 
cood cause, and, commencing with last 
year, the Government had compiled in- 
formation which had been put in the 
nhapo of a comprehensive report likely to 
be of immense service to the agri- 
culturists of the Province. The report was 
brought out by the Department of Agrioul- 
tare, of which he was the head, and be be- 
lieved that if it was carefally studied in 
every farnthoose, great good would reault to 
the oommnnity as a whole. He hoped every 
farmer in the country would procure a copy 
of this work and carefully read it. lie 
knew that the late Mr. Robson was impress- 
ed with tho importance of spreading knowl- 
edge in this respect, as was also hia friend, 
Hon. Robert Heaven. One thing it would 
teach every one, and that was that it waa 
true wisdom for every aettler to duly con- 
aider the produce that would yield thu beat 
returns in his locality, and then to cultivate 
that product inlolligenlly with an carneal 
determination to make the best poBHih'e out 
of it. It wiia in tliia way, paying keen at- 
tention to their special Ciip.ibilitioH, that tho 
aniuU countricb of Kurope were able to pros- 
per amidst the keenest con",potition. It was 
thia taking full benefit of every natural ad- 
vantage that enabled Denmark, foriuatance, 
to supply tho people of Britain with 
Danish butter. (Applause). The time 
of haphuzird farming was over, 
and tho only sure way of succesa waa 
in tho lines pointed out. Tho tromondoua 
importance of agricultural products was ap- 
parent when he atatod that in Great I'rituin 
they amounted in volume to £'200,000,000 
sterling per annum, ranking third in iin 
portanco in that country, tho first being 
manufactures, tho second commerce and 
the third agriculture; in France to £463,- 
000,000, and in the United States to £525,- 
000,000 ranking next to manufactures, and 
as it was in these countries so in others 
where agriculture was intelligently pursued. 
Pacts like these should oonvlnoe the farmers 
of British Collumbia of the importanco and 
of the poBsibiUties of the industry thoy are 
engaged in. Last year, as shown by the de- 
partmental report, this Province imported 
no less than S2,i)00,000 worth of food sup- 
plies that should ho produced at homo, em- 
bracing, as they do, many linos that this 
country fairly cxcells In. The splendid ex- 
hibits within this hall in all the linos consti- 
tuting human food attest tne capabilities of 
your soil for tho growth of all that man 
wants for his suatenanco. Our olimato 
ja a glorious one. Tho markets of the 



tbe centres of trade In our Frovinoe are con 
venieat and easy of access. Ho could 
not venture toi-advtse the farmers, but 
he did not feel 'that be waa out of place in 
calling attention'-tb the several conditions of 
aucceueful prodni&tion upon wbiohihe had 
touched ; he di'd'v.believe that the lot' bf ' the 
settlers in Delta had indeed fallen in.^pleas- 
ant places. Tbe exhibits he bad witnessed 
in all the divisions he oon}d assure them he 
Qonsidered as most favorable. Never before 
had* he seen sneb magniBcant vegetables, 
especially in the oauliflowor sections. He 
was pleased to learn that year after year 
they were Improving their stoo^, and wba 
he had seen convinced him that their bold 
ings were likewise looked after. They were 
evidently an intelligent community. Thia 
waa evidenced from tho surroundings he had 
noticed about tho houaes and tho gardens he 
had passed that morniug. Au old friend 
had told him that morning to recommend 
farmers to shake turnips from the tree, and 
ho was of opinion tho suggestion had more 
in it than appeared on tho surface, 
and that M'hat hia friend intended 
to convey waa that it would be 
good to advise tho farmers to shake tho 
ireo of kuoivledgo. In conclusion, he hud 
to expreaa his thanks for the honor con- 
ferred on him, and hoped to be abie to visit 
them again and to hear of their continued 
onward progrebs. (Applause.) He then de- 
clared the exhibition opened, and retired 
amidst prolonged applause. 

At tho conclusion of Mr. Turner's remarks 
President Patterson announced that Hon. 
Mr. Da\io, in tho course cf half an-hour, 
would address thom in the building. Thia 
announcement had tho eireot of drawing a 
large crowd inside, filling tho room to such 
an extent that moving about was almost an 
impossibility. At; tho time named tho hou, 
gentleman entered tho holl. 

The President of tho society, in intro- 
ducing tho Premier, said that Ue was sure 
all present were pleased to have him with 
them OP thia occasion, and ho felt that thoy 
were iudubted to him for tho visit ho was 
making. 

On coming forward Mr. Djivio was 
received with applau o. Ho said that 
after the . dilreea that; liad been deli 
ored by his colleague, Hon. Mr. Turner, lit- 
tle would be expected by them from him. 
He congratulated them on the splendid ex- 
hibit, which called to hia mind a rather dif- 
ferent view when, seme 20 years ago, he had 
first visited Laouier's. This morning Mr. 
VVm. H Ladaer, who, in those days, went 
in a canoe to milk tbe oows, reminded him 
of that visit. There was then ouo bouse 
where this floarisbini; town now stands. 
Delta lands were not in favor at that time, 
but here before him was proof that these 
could be drained and reclaimed, and become 
a fit site for one of the most prosperous 
little towns in the Province. (Applause.) 
Although, since that visit of 20 or more 
years ago ho had not again, until to day, 
repeated tho call, any moro than passing on 
tho river, still, no had all along been quite 
well acquainted with the progress Ladner'a 
and tho Delta were niakincf through the 
conaumption of their products, especially 
those of the dairy, for whioh Victoria was 
one of the principal markets. He had looked 
through tho fine display of roots and 
grain, and found them highly creditable. 
He had noted the beautiful spread of 
dairy products, tho lovely floral exhibit, 
and the pretty collection of ladies' work, 
and they were surpassed only in perfection 
by tho loveliness of the ladies themselves 
and the children. (Laughter.) Tho Gov- 
ernment, he might say, was alive to the ad- 
viaability of protectiug the agricultural in- 
tejests of thu Province. In the past the 
Government had aided tho construction cf 
roads and bridges. List year tho Govern- 
ment had seen its way to make a grant in 
aid of the trunk road through Delta, and 
hoped to see a way to extend aid in the 
future to other parts. The late lamented 
Mr. Robson had always tried to advance 
agricultural interests. He would have a 
look at the Delta dyke to-morrow, and from 
this visit he hoped to bo abIS to obtain 
knowledge for future action. Delta, ho 
felt, was the very key between Vancouver 
Island and tbe Mainland. On the right 
hand it reached the markets of the Main- 
land cities, and on the left tbosei of Van- 
couver Island, and it looked them safe from 
the attacks of those who would raise 
the cry of sectionalism in this fair 
Province. He was sure the people of 
the Delta had no sympathy with such 
sectionalism, and that they would sooner 
part with their heart's blood than permit a 
severance of thia fair and prosperoua Pro 
vince. (.4.pplause.) He had heard some 
thing about a projected railway through tho 
municipality from a point on tho coast near 
liouudary lUy, connecting with tho Main 
land system either at Vancouver or Now 
Weatminaier, and by a powerful ferry 
across the (Julf to the Island at Eomo con- 
venient point. As to tho practicability of 
tho scheme ho could not say, but ho would 
assure them that the Government 
anxious to open up and develop tho latent re- 
aoureea of the country, and they could do 
pend upon its best asaistanoo to enterprises 
in thi.s direction. He wished them every 
Buciceea, and again thanked thom for tiioir 
expreasiona of frieudMhip and good-will to- 
Wirds himself und his Government. He 
resumed his seat amidst applause. 

In the evening a few of the leading oiti 
zens of tho Delta entertained the Premier 
and tho judges at a dinner, the chair being 
occupied by tho president of the society and 
tho vice-chair by the reeve, Mr. H. D. 
Benson. Some sixty people were present, 
The dinner was served by Mr. Robert Ruy- 
non, who did his beali for hia guests. 

After tho usual preliminary toasts had 
been proposed and honored, the chairman 
gave tho toast of our guests, including the 
Premier, the juiige.i, visitors and tho press 
Upon rising, Hon, Mr. Davio wus accord- 
ed round after round of appluuiie. Ho said 
ho h ul first to thank the pi;o[)lo of Delta 
moBt heartily for thu cordial welcome that 
had been extended to him. It was a plena- 
urable experience that ho would long hold 
in remembrance, and it waa gratifying to 
him to recall that in all tho several localities 
lie had visited during tho puat few weoka 
ho had mot with tho same niinifeatationa 
of kind feeling to hiniHcIf und gooj will to 
the Govcrnmeat of which ho was leader. 
In Kootonay, in Cariboo, at Chilliwack and 
Surrey, in Okanagan, ICamloopa, and olse- 
whero, he had mot with the same tokens of 
kindness, and ho had returned to his duties 
from hia Mainland trip improved both in 
haallh and spirits. Of course, ho met peo- 
ple who did not approve of tho Uovern- 
ment'a conduct of aflairs. That was to bo 
expected. J3ut wherever he bad been he 
was made to feel that the sense of tho 
community was one of confidenco in 
himself and bis colleagues. Here, as in 
other agricultural districts he had visited, 
so far from finding a grumbling and discour- 
aged people, as was represented by tho 
Opposition press, the people of the country 
were, ho found, contented, and he 
oould SCO everywhere solid tokens of pro- 
gress and prosperity. (Applause.) At 
Chilliwack ho had alluded to that beautiful 
valley as tho garden of tho l?rovinco. When 
he went to Surrey ho was confronted there 
with the same evidencea of wonderful fer- 
tility, and at Vernon, too, tho exhibit of 
agricultural and horticultural products had 
astonished him. It would not do to have 
called them all tho gardens of tho Province,

but such in real truth they wore. And the 
samo waa to bo said of Delta, whose splen- 
did products he had inspected a few hours 
since. But bocauac this satisfactory stiigo 
of progress had been reached, it would not 
do to rest there. Tho development of the 
country's resources must continue unabated, 
and any aidthoGovernment couldgivetotliat 
end would ho cheerfully given. (Applause. ) 
As hia hou. colleague, Mr. Turner, had 
stated, at tho opening of tho exhibition this 
afternoon, tho c ireful compilation of the 
first agricultural report of thu Province had 
shown, amougat other topics of importance, 
tliat the immenao sum of §2,,")t)0,000 had 
been expended last year ou food supplies 
that should be produced in Hriilah Colum- 
bia. Inatcad, however, of giving the l)e- 
I)artment of Agriculture credit for thu 
valuable researehea manifested in tho re- 
port, tho Opposition press endeavored to 
blame tho Goverumeut bccauso of tho largo 
importe. But tho Government was not re- 
sponsible, and would be only too glad to bo 
able to retain tho money in the country. 
Tho icmedy now waa to get tho agricul- 
tural lauda of the Province under culti- 
vation, and it had been the constant policy 
of tho present Government, and its itn- 
mediute predecessors, to strive for the 
accomplishment of this purpose in 
every feasible way. Ho did not 
believe In the Government holding 
the land. (Complaint waa being con- 
stantly heard of the evil of land being 
looked up by speculators, but it seemed to 
him the pnblio estate would be just as 
efifectlvely looked up if unwisely held by tbe 
Crown. (Applause.) Tbe true policy was 
to have the Und sold and settled, and if 
that could bo largely uccomplished the 
revenue of tho Province, instead of being 
diminished, would necessarily ba Increased 
by tho resulting taxes. If all the available 
land of tho Province could be disposed of to 
private owners, tho immcdiato result would 
bo tho permanent addition of millions of 
dollars annually to the Provincial rovonuo 
(Hear, hear ) And tho land so disposed of 
need not be locked up from cultivation by 
tho private owners, because thn right to tax 
rested with the Government, and if a land 
owner does not! do right with his land hold 
iiig, it is in the power of the Legiilaturo to 
provide a corrective. At present the 
revenue received by tho Governir.ent from 
municipalities is not sufficient even to pay 
for the schools, but the Government feola 
that aomothing must be done to aid the set- 
tlements in needed public works. If the 
Crown lands could bo in largo part sold, the 
means would be at baud in the shape of 
taxes which would bo levied against the 
land, out of which could ba accomplished 
the opening of the Province in a reasonable 
measure ; but that is a condition not likely 
to be fulfilled for some time to come. If all 
tho Crown lands in tho Province wore sold, 
the yearly income derivable therefrom 
would amount to over $20,000,000 ! Mean- 
time, the Government feels ic cannot lie 
idle in regard to these matters, and if 
money to open up the country can be 
cheaply borrowed, that alternative was well 
worth considering. The credit of the Pro- 
vince was high, which was a sure indication 
of prudent management of the Gov- 
ernment. The securities of British 
Columbio ranked ot the very top of 
all colonial securities ! (Applause.) In 
tho face of thia tho Oppoaition cry of bank- 
ruptcy and blue ruin was injurious in tho 
higheat degree to the country, and deserv- 
ing the aovoreat censure by all good loyal 
citizens. As a matter of fact tho actual 
debt — taking into account tho accunmlatod 
sinking fund and money on hand — of tho 
whole Province of British Columbia was not 
as great aa that of soma of tho municipali- 
ties, which certainly was a highly creditable 
allowing, considering tho largo expenditures 
that havu been rnaiic during tlie luat twenty 
years, and shows tho fallacy of the talk of 
excessive expenditure by tho Government. 
(Applause.) With the Provincial credit in 
its present highly satiafactory state, there 
was nothing to fear in borrowing money to 
open up the country aa the Government wus 
doing, and proposed to do, aiding in tho 
building of railways, rendering assistance to 
dyking and drainage schomos, without over- 
loading the Province, and Bccompliabing 
needed public works in suche manner tbatthe 
people will not unduly feel the burthen. 



Turning to matters of current discussion, 
Mr. Davio said it waa food for rtllection 
that the Opposition papers devoted their 
chief attention to trivial matters besides 
the question. He had rofucud their atate- 
montH that Weslminstpr district hud been 
pinched and starved of tho public money, 
by ahnwing that in four veara the Govern- 
mont had expended S'2GO,000 or ao in that 
district in public woiks. Thia had never 
been contradicted. If the fact can be eon- 
trovorted, why not do so in so grave a mat- 
ter, instead of wasting time over auch 
potty mattera aa that ho (Mr. Davie) re- 
vised his own speech (laughter)- which ho 
in common with any public man would do 
when the opportunity occurred — that he 
sent a certain dispatch from Soda Creek ; 
that the rece|)tion at Vernon was given him 
in consKjuenco of someone threatening to 
withdraw his S-o subscription, or similar 
liea. This trivial, peanut, five-cent stylo 
of politics could not accomplish anything for 
the Oppoaition, and all along tho line tho 
Government had tho confidence of tho people. 
The actions of tho Ministry bad been vindi- 
cated, and can bo vindicated again, and as 
often aa muy bo called for. Ho then re- 
ferred to the desirability of building up our 
own couutry and developing its resources, 
not alone in agricultural, mineral or other 
kindred matters, but likewise in manufac- 
tures- True, labor was higher here than In 
tho Kast ; but whilst this was so, there was 
tho advantage of being able to produce the 
beat of eveiy thing and at home. Why should 
we go abroad for flour, pickles, preserves, 
oatmeal, soap, blankets, etc., whe;vall these 
can bo produced in our OWB Provirce? 
(AppUuRB ) Hfl preferred the home-made 
article, and gave it the preference in his 
own home every time, (Hear, hear.) 
In this way only cin the country be built 
up. He then spoke to hia hearers of tbe 
wisdom of shunning anything looking to 
sectionalism, but, insteod, from their 
favored position to cultivate a market to the 
right and to tho left, and hold both Main- 
land and Island tributary to Delta's prosper- 
ity. Tho benefit, he said, of a largo ox- 
pendituro in Cariboo, would not be confined 
to that district, but would extend the whole 
length of thn Fraser and beyond, and in tho 
samo way expenditures in Victoria would 
heutfit all other parts of the country. The 
Province was as a largo estate, and what 
benefited one part benefited tho wholo- 
The Opposition, ho was sorry to ob- 
serve, woa not preaching such doc- 
trines aa would recommend themselves 
to right thinking, progressive men, and 
against these he warmly urged his hearers 
to be on their guard, lor ao desperate had 
their leaders and press become that they 
would stop at nothing, so long as it was 
supposed a point was to be gained. In con- 
clusion, said Mr. Divie, rather encourage 
and support a party and a policy and a 
Government that will carry on works and 
improvements, and strive earnestly to de- 
velop our common country. (Cries of "Wo 
will.") Bat If you think tho Opposition can 
do better than wo can, then make a change; 
if not, give the Government your hearty 
support. (Prolonged applause.)

The steamer was, however, taken to 
Seattle instead of Bellingham Bay, and from 
the Sound city brought to Victoria. Here 
all trace of the craft was lost, as she slipped 
from the dock while Jamea Davidson, who 
had been put on board to pro teot the owner's 
interests, was enjoylDK himself about town. 

Those who, with liim, have been indns- 
trionaly aearohing for her along the Victoria 
water-front since tben^bave been unable to 
gain the slightest olue to her whereabouts— 
they simply had their labor for their pains. 

The oDuniotiog Ilnica in' tho story are 
supplied by Fred. Ellard and Charles Bar- 
ron. These young men have been living for 
some little time near Gordon Head, where 
tho waters of the Straits seek shelter in a 
pretty little horeo-shoe l)iy, whoso thickly 
wooded biiiika descend precipitously to tho 
deep water, and where they have been 
profitably employinR themaolvee in poultry 
culture. The bay, owinp to its difBoulty of 
aoceaa to all not aoeuatomed to tho navigable 
paths ashore, aa well as to tho fact that it is 
hidden from the view of pasalDg steamers 
is a popular reaort of aiiiugi^lera of all kincli 
and sizes.

On one side, 
when the tide was low, rested the house 
work of the little steamer intaot, with the 
name-board : 

" La Paloma." 

A little further on wore found two engine- 
room oil cans, the fragment of a wheel evi- 
dently from the pilot house, a man's felt 
hat, and, diatribnted at irregular intervals, 
twelve life preservers, each bearing the 
maker's name, but not that of the ill-sti>rred 
vessel to which they belonged. 

The inevitable conolnsion reached is that 
the deck-house waa washed away during the 
stormy night and the hall, qniokly filling, 
took with it to the bottom Seymour and his 
companion. Search will bo made for the 
bodies to-day.

ADCTfOIV BALES. 



An attempt at highway robbery which 
might easily have had a fatal termination, 
is reported to have occurred last night on 
Blanchard street, near Chatham. John 
Farnham, a youog man employed as cook in 
tho Brunswick hotel, tells the story : 

"I was at Spring Ridge at a lodge meet- 
ing," he says, "and from the lodge room 
went with two young ladies to their home 
on Third street. From there I went to 
Blanchard street, walking on tho left side 
going towards the city. Just after I passed 
the place where they aro taking out stones, 
so that the aidewulk ia blocked, I saw two 
men coming towards mo. Thia was at 11:20. 
When they got pretty near one of them call- 
ed out : 'Hold up your hands 1' 'Hold up 
your hands !' repeating it several times. 

"I stopped and they got on each side, 
and then ono of them took out a revolver 
and pointed it at mo, at the same time tell- 
ing me again to hold up my hands. The 
revolver was a little one, not more than a 
.32, 1 should say. The fellow pulled down 
a while.handkerohief out of his hat, so that 
it shaded hU eyes. 

*'I did not hold up my hands, but 
struck out at the man with the 
revolver, and bit him two or three 
times, I think, about the obest. 
He kept tho revolver pointed so long that I 
felt sure it waa not loaded. The other man 
kicked mo onco or twice on the legs. He 
had no handkerchief or other disguiao over 
his cyca. I thought I had better get 
away, and ran straight out into the street. 

" When I waa about at tho middle of the 
street I heard a shot, and a moment after I 
felt a piin at my back, and knew I must 
havo been struck. Aa 1 did not get weak, 
I thought it was not serious and oame on 
into town. 

" I think I would recognize the two men. 
They were young, dressed in d.irlc clothes 
with soft felt hats and sack coats. The ono 
who hold the revolver had a dark mous- 
tache. The other was smooth faced. I 
think I havo seen them about town, hang- 
ing round corners." 

Tho story was told as above in Dr. Frank 
W. Hall's office in the Driard block, where 
the police, who hrd been informed of the 
occurrence, found Farnham just after his 
wound had been dressed. 

In the absenoe of Dr. Hall, a messenger 
had been sent for Dr. Metherell, who dressed 
the wound. It was in the baek, a few inches 
below the left shonlder blade, where the 
doctor found an abrasion about the 
size of a twenty-five oent piece, 
surrounded by a rapidly increasing swell- 
ing. There was no bullet hole or 
murk of any kind on tho clothing of tho 
injured man, who, when assaulted, had on 
hia overcoat which wua buttoned up. 1'ho 
doctor says it is quite poaaiblo that a bullet 
might Btriko the coat and glauco off, and 
mako auch a wound aa appears, Farnham 
had a good deal of money und a watch and 
gold chain, but these wero not taken, and 
he says no attempt was made to rob him, 
except the instruotion to hold up hia hands.

The 
first lot sold waa an acre plot overlookiug 
tho lake, which waa bought by Capt. Vid- 
dlcr for tho upset prico of SIO. Tho price 
wuB not heavy und tho lot wua a solid in- 
vestment. The full amount of land sold 
waa somewhere in the neighborhood of 1,- 
205 acres, divided among twenty purch'ia- 
ers, tho amount realized being about §5,700.

Battlk Ckeek, Mich., Oot. 23. — Four 
more bodies of the victims of Friday's wreck 
on tho Chicago & Grand Trunk were identi- 
fied this morning. They are J. R, Brown, 
of Strathroy, Ont. ; Mr. and Mra. Oliver 
Dorian, of Tilaonburg, Ont. ; Mra. Eveline 
A. Aldrioh, of Edwardsburg, Mich. This 
makes eighteen in all that have been posi- 
tively identified. Dorian waa a farmer and 
hia four children are left orphana. The 
Colgrove brothers, of London, Ont., have 
partially identified the body of their father 
and other relatives.
